The  splendid  dud  hii^hlij  inlerestittg  scheme  for 
opeymig  a  certain  and  expeditious  cotninunicalinn 
betivem  Canada  and  the  Jltlanlic  Ocean  by  a  Hail 
Road,  from  a  point  near  Quebec  to  <S7.  fMndrews 
in  JSTctv  Brunswick,  an  vpen  ivinlei-  Port  advanta- 
giOHsly  situated  on  the  Bay  of  Fu?idy,  haviiiis; 
now  received  the  approbation  and  support  of 
r^arl  Gosford,  the  Governor  in  Chief  of  British 
North  America,  the  people  of  Lower  Canadn, 
and  the  two  branches  of  its  Legislature ;  of 
'Sir  Archibald  Cain])bcll  Lieutenant  Governor  ol' 
New  Brunswick,  the  ])eople  of  that  Province, 
and  both  branches  of  the  Legislature,;}  it  there- 
fore becomes  expedient,  that  the  views  of  the 
Projectors  should  be  more  fully  exhibited  to  the 
Public  than  has  yet  been  doue,  in  order  that 
it  may  be  enabled  in  some  degree  to  appre- 
ciate the  benefits  likely  to  result  from  so  great 
an  undertaking,  and  to  judge  how  far,  and 
what  degree  of  confidence  may  be  placed  in  the 
investment  of  funds  necessary  for  its  completion.

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AVhen  it  ia  coiisidoi'fid  that  tho  only  natural 
outlet  from  and  access  to  Canada,  are  by  <he  St. 
LaAvrence  and  that  this  River  is  as  to  Navigation 
closed  more  than  half  of  the  year,  it  becomes  evi- 
dent, that  a  Communication  of  the  nature  of  a 
Rail  Road  must  be  of  immense  utility  to  such  vast, 
flourishing,  and  fertile  countries,  and  that  the 
transportation  of  goods  and  conjmodities  of  va- 
rious kinds  would  unquestionably  be  of  a  corres- 
ponding magnitude.  The  imports  to  and  exports 
from  these  Countries  have,  in  prospect,  scarcely  a 
limit.  At  present  the  former  are  extensive,  but 
would  be  greatly  and  progressively  enlarged  by 
an  increased  facility  ot  procuring  them  ;  particu- 
larly such  articles  as  might  be  wanted  wnen  the 
usual  and  hitherto  only  source  was  closed  to  their 
introduction;  and  many  of  the  latter,  such  as  Hour, 
grain,  provisions,  ashes  ami  other  products,  arc 
from  the  same  cause  excluded  from  a  market  until 
late  in  the  Spring  or  early  in  Summer.. 

The  contemplated  Rail  Road   would  remove 
all  these  obstructions  and  disadvantages,  and  com- 
mand a  large  portion  of  the  transportation  ol; 
those  goods  and  products  at  all   seasons,  and  the 
whole  during  half  of  the  year  ;  thus  securing  to 
the  ^anadas  an  uninterrupted  intercourse  with 
all  tne  world ;    but  most  especially  with  New- 
Brunswick,  Nova  l^"?cotia,  the   West  Indies  and 
theUnr  "d  Kingdom  ;  Avhich  with  the  consequent, 
advantages  of  more  speedy  returns  and    greater 
accomn)odation,  would  advance  the  prosperity  of 
all  the  Provinces,  give  an  impulse   to   enterprise  i 
and  production,  and  increase  trade  to  an  unknown 
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extent.  Indeed  it  would  l)e  but  llu';  comuiencr- 
ment  of  internal  iniprov«;nieut  that  must  soon  ex- 
tend to  the  iarther  west,  an<l  concent»*ate  an  im- 
mense traflic  of  the  utmost  national  importiince. 

This  uiagniticeut  view  should  never] for  an  in- 
stant be  lost  sight  of,  but  be  cycled  upon  with  all 
possible  })ron5ptitude  and  energy,  the  urgency  of 
whicli  is  indicate<l  every  day,  and  if  not  attended 
to,  will  shortly  be  manifested  in  the  divertiou  of 
Avcalth  and  trade  to  neighboring  Countries,  v/ith 
but  little  chance  even  of  a  jjurtiul  recovery  :  the 
great  value  of  wiiich  may,  in  a  degree,  be  estab- 
Hshed  by  the  circumstance  of  tlie  rivah-y  now 
sLd)sisting  betv.eeu  tlie  Slates  of  New  York  and 
.Pennsylvania  1o  obtain  each  a  portion  of  it.* 

To  s<^cure  these  uiilimit( d  and  legitimate  re- 
sources, it  will  b-e  onlv  necessiuv  to  construct  a 
lldW  llo-dil  i'l'om  (^u(:i\M'c  s\ud  i>jontreal  to  I^akc^ 
Huron,  in  extentioii  oftliut  trom  Saint  Andrews 
to  Quebec,  which  may  be  <loiie  at  an  cxpen8<' 
not  exceeding  one  million  pounds;  thereby 
shorteoing  the  distance  and  almost  unilijig  the 
Ocean  and  Great  Lakes. 

Another  feature  of  great  momeut  is  presented 
to  the  iiiterests  of  humanity  })y  the  preliminary 
and  fundamental  project  7ioi'j  lirought  forward,  in 
the  inestimable  benefits  that  would  accrue  to 
Emigration, both  in  comparative  safety  and  short- 
ness of  vovaj^e  ;  bv  wbi(  h  the  Kinigranl  would 
iind  his  way  to  any  part  of  Canada  cheaper  and  in

Nor  afe  tliese  the  only  views  to  be  taken  ot 
flie  subject.  Tlie  resources  cf  ~0U  miles  oiricli 
forest  Country  would  at  once  be  opened  and  ren- 
dered productive  ;  and  the  timber  and  different 
kinds  of  Lumber  procured  on  the  tract  of  the 
Koad  would  afford  innnediate  employment,  and 
yield  of  itself  a  large  income,  besides  giving  rise 
to  towns,  villages,and  settlements  along  tha  whole 
line.  Lime,  gypsum,  and  superior  slate  quarries 
also  are  to  be  found  in  a!)undance  and  indica- 
tions of  Coal  have  been  discovered. 

Vtithout  entering  into  a  detail  of  the  various 
items  from  which  the  revenue  will  arisv'^,  a  fev/ 
of  the  leading  ones  niay  Ise  adverted  to  as  data 
by  which  general  coiicjiusions  may  be  attainrd. 
As  the  road  will  necessarily  pass  througii  s'lnc- 
rior  and  abundant  groves  of  yellow  and  red  pine, 
and  across  minor  sti'eams  and  branches  of  riverH 
near  excellent  mill  shes,  no  doubt  can  be  enter- 
tainrd  but  that  prodigious  quantities  of  timber, 
i)oaids,  and  deals,  Avill  ba  brought  down 
ibr  exportation  which  otlu  rwise  must  for  the 
most  {)art  be  locked  up  for  ages  ;  !>ut  aiicjwing 
the  moderate  and  average  quan<ity  .f  1()0,()0U 
tons  annually  to  be  transported  at  t!:£  rate  of  os. 
per  ton,  ("ajjout  the  cost  of  r/rcr  drii'lng,)  and 
this  item  will  pay  x'i5,ii(}() ;  and  taking  the  con- 
sumption of  iS'ew-Iii-unswick  and  the  northern 
pait  of  Nova-.Scotia  a-'  the  .tandard  of  coiMputu- 
tiou  ibi' iu?iir>  j^rain  and  provisions,  it  will  be 
ibund  -A  katti'nal   U)  i  ]• -.(KX^  boirr-h .  ;^'hi<h  at 
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3s.  per})arrel,  will  be  Hi. .100/.  ;  in  all  for  three 
articles  alone  ll,-5(;i)/.  This  may  be  said  to  ap- 
ply at  the  ])resei:t  time  ;vith  a  reasonable  ex- 
pectation of  arrivinjij  to  double  that  sum  ;  and  if 
the  West  India,  and  other  imports,  with  i)asscn- 
?j;er8,  emif^rants,  ccc.  are  incluiied,  it  must  in 
rational  proba))ility  be  more  tlian  1re!)le.  The 
actual, or  even  probable  nmountof  income,  how- 
ever, cannot  be  ascertained  otherwise  than  bv 
inference  ;  but  etiougli  is  known  of  the  nature 
andini|)ortance  of  lite  forests,  nnd  of  Canadian 
im})ort  and  production,  lo  justify  the  conclusion, 
that  the  profits  of  transportation  v/ould  warrant 
the  undertaking  ;  und  that  they  v/ould  be  fully 
adequate  to  defray  charges  and  pay  interest  for 
capitLil  invested  as ; oon  as  the  road  uas  fairly  ir» 
operation  ;  and  become  ehortly  after,  stock  of 
greatly  enhanced  value  :  and  this  expectation  is 
the  more  ap])urent  from  the  cerlainly  that  the 
cars  on  llie  whole  route  will  l)e  loaded  both 
wny.'S  an  advantage  whichTew    Rail    Roads  can 

p033«fSS. 

The  cost  of  const ructinji;  thi.s  Rail  Road  is 
unknown.  The  distance  is  su])posed  to  be 
about  2.:>()  nnles  tlirough  an  uncommonly  level 
e.')untrv,  wilhout  the  intervention  of  any  ascents 
that  would  rc(|uire  stationary  })ov/er,  excej)t  at 
Point  Levi,  near  Quebec,  (See  Surveyor's 
Report  in  Appendix,  No.  7.)  or  of  any  impedi- 
ments worthy  of  notice  ;  but  taking  as  an 
estimate  the  expense  of  similar  works  in  the 
I 'nited  States,  it  is  ])resumed,  and  conhdentiy 
believed,  tint  One  Million  sterlin;;  will  be  sul- 
ficient*  ;  and  that  litllc  mure  than  half  that  sum 
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will  De  ample,  siioiiiu  goveninient  make  iiDerai 
grants  in  aid  of  the  undertaking  ;  for  which  ap- 
plication has  been  made  to  His  Majesty  by  peti- 
tion.    {See  jlppendix,  J\'o.  V.) 

An  Act  has  passed  the  Legislature  of  New- 
Brunswick  without  expense,  incorporating  'The 
St.  Andrews  and  Quebec  Kail  Road  ('oinpanv,' 
with  a  capital  of  75{),000/.  divided  into  tJO.UOO 
shares  of  v$5/.  each,  which,  with  a  similar  Act  to 
be  passed  in  Lower  Canada,  with  a  capital  of 
250,000/.  will  make  one  million,  the  full  amount 
of  the  estimated  expense  ;  or  the  ca])ital  of  the 
latter  may  be  greater  if  thought  expedient. 

When  it  is  taken  into  consideration  tiiat  (iic 
j)roposed  Rail  Road,  the  {ri-ct  of  which  U  indi- 
cated bv  the  acconinn.nyiiJff  Plan,  will  be  throii^'h 
Wilderness  country,  with  a  i)Icntirul  suppi}'  of 
all  kinds  of  limber  v/anted  in  conslriKting  tha 
works;  wliere  fcv.'  ])ridges  or  embaiiku'ents  will 
bs  required,  and  where  the  right  of  v/av  can  bo 
secured  at  little  or  no  expense,  there  can  be  lit- 
tle doubt  that  the  cstiniale  will  be  fouiid  to  ex- 
ceed the  actual  co:  t. 

In  the  neighboring  States,  lluil  iloads  are  i:i 
the  course  ot  construction  of  far  greater  mag- 
nitude, and  with  much  less  inducement  from 
immediate  prospect  of  prorita])Ic  returns,  and 
many  of  tliem  lic^ve  greater  diflicukies  to  en- 
counter than  tiie  one  iVom  St.  Andrexus  to  Que- 
bec ;  Avhich  latter  tlie  Association  are  induced 
to  advocate  from  the  most  careful  attention  they 
have  been   able  to  give  it,  as  being  one   of  the 
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most  splendid  and  projnisinjy  routes  ;  and  one 
tiiat  possesses  more  graphic  and  national  I'ea- 
tures  and  advantages,  than  anj  other  tliat  has 
been,  or  probably  ean  he,  suggested  in  North 
America. 

This  statement  and  prospect  the  Association 
hope  and  trust  will  be  admitted  to  be  reasonal)lc 
and  satisfactory  ;  and  tliey  pledge  foritsaccurncy 
— all  that  thm/ can— \\w.  integrity  of  their  deli- 
berate investigation,  and  oif  ihcir  eniire  con- 
viction.

♦'The  British  provinces  in  North  America  may  also  ha 
raised  into  great  and  immediate  prosperity  by  a  judicious  for- 
mation of  Railways. 

"Here  I  propose,  first,  to  form  a  railway  for  waggons  from 
Quebec  to  the  harbour  of  Saint  Andrews,  upon  the  Bay  of 
Fundy,  a  distance  of  one  hundred  and  ninety-five  miles,  a 
work  which  will  convey  the  whole  trade  of  the  St.  Larvrenca 
in  a  single  day  to  the  Atlantic  waters,— cutlmg  olF  a  naviga- 
tion of  one  thousand  two  hundred  milea  down  the  river  Saint 
Lawrence  and  round  the  shores  of  Nova-Sootia.  Thus  the 
timber,  provisions,  ashes,  and  other  exports  of  the  provinces 
may  be  brought  to  the  Atlantic,  not  only  with  more  speed, 
legularity,  and  security  than  by  the  River  St.  Lawfenco,  but 
with  the  grand  additional  advantage  of  a  navigation  open  at  all 
Bcasons  of  the  year,  the  harbor  of  Saint  Andrews  being  capa- 
cious, deep,  and  never  closed  in  the  winter  season,  whilst  the 
St.  Lawrence  is  unnavigable  from  ice,  from  the  month  of  No* 
vembertoMay.  The  route  of  this  work  will  lie  through  tlis 
government  lands,  opening  fresh  fields  lor  the  timber  now 
rapidly  disappearing  from  the  banks  of  the  navigable  rivers  ; 
and  by  means  of  this  railway,  great  bodies  of  land  which  for 
ages  would  remain  inaccessible  in  the  absence  of  inland  navi- 
gation, may  thus  be  converted  into  a  splendid  source  of  rev- 
enue. The  mode  of  construction  may  be  copied  from  the 
railways  now  in  progress  of  formation  in  the  United  States, 
which  are  laid  down  upon  timber,  and  though  that  material 
will  not  possess  the  durability  of  stone,  still  the  ground  work 
may  be  renewed  at  little  cost  ;  and  when  the  clearing  of  the 
roads  in  the  vicinity  ol  the  railway  shall  have  rendered  limber 
lass  accessible,  the  whole  may  be  permanently  reconstruited 
from  jtone,  wkich  then  may  be  brought  upon  the  railway  at  a 
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tnnll  nxpcrise.  T'u<;  construction  of  i)ii^  work  will  furrnili 
immediatfi  cinploymcnt  for  a  proai  Ijotly  of  einigr  nuts,  whilst, 
bein^{  underinkcn  1)^  llie  gnverniDcnt,  liie  cost  lor  ilio  Innd 
mid  ilie  labor  will  bu  lavcd,  and,  j'iil:;iiifi  from  tlift  estimates 
for  railways  in  iho  United  Stales,  where  the  Hat  rail  is  m  use, 
the  expense  lor  iron  work  and  labor  may  be  estimated  at 
,i'o,0((()  per  tnilc,  or  'J>i),(;()0  lor  a  ditilance  of  one  hundred  and 
ninety-five  tnilcs  Ironi  tincbec  to  Ki.  Andrews,  a  sum  wliich 
jnay  be  realised  in  a  fiiiflo  nioiuli  l)y  the  sale  of  the  public 
lands,  which  then  will  be  parcliased  with  avidity  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  railway. 

"  Jndced,  if  tlie  dirriCMitins  and  expense  of  constructing 
these  woiks  in  our  ISorth  American  Colonies  were  tenfold 
greater,  an  imperative  necessity  would  exist  for  their  adoption, 
if  it  is  dosircd  by  the  f;ovorniii'::il  of  this  country  to  maintain 
an  equality  ol  commercial  advantageu  with  the  neighbouring 
United  Slates.  I'or  the  splendid  advantages  of  the  railway 
aysteni  are  well  understood  in  that  country,  where  gieat  navi- 
gable rivers  are  about  to  be  superseded  by  railways  of  vast 
magnitude,  reaching  over  liundrcds  of  miles.  Upon  one  of 
thc>iR,  about  ninety  miles  are  already  completed  from  Charles-, 
ton  ihrougii  the  Slates  of  tSuulh  Carolina  and  'l'enne?see  to  the 
Aliesissippi  at  iho  mouth  of  the  Ohio,  a  distance  of  six  luindred 
miles.  Another  gro!it  line  is  rapidly  approaching  to  comple- 
tion from  i>altiinore  to  the  Ohio  ;  and  a  third  is  now  proposed 
from  Philadelphia  to  liie  Western  Slates,  in  the  course  of 
which  it  is  pioposed  to  tunnel  the  Alleghany  mountains. — 
Indeed,  in  no  country  will  the  results  of  the  railway  system 
be  so  extensive  as  in  the  United  States,  fur  it  will  annihilate 
their  only  disadvantage — inland  distance  from  the  sia  ;  and 
it  will  elTect  the  work  of  centuries  lo  connect,  con-olidaio  and 
strengthen  the  giant  tenilnry,  laying  beneath  all  climates  and 
spreading  over  a  qtiartor  of  the  glo!;o.  If  then  wc  would  con- 
tend with  these  advantages  in  cur  Korth  Amoiican  province.*", 
it  is  only  by  similar  works  that  we  can  bring  lo  tlio  Atlantic 
the  agricultural  exports  of  llie  Colonics,  and  secure  the  stream 
of  emigration,  which  oilif.rwiso,  with  the  facility  ol  inland 
transportation,  will  bo  rapidly  diverted  to  the  western  regions 
of  the  United  Spates.

Sill — The  great  and  desirable  object  of  opening  a  communi- 
cation from  Ciuebec  to  the  Atlantic  shore  by  a  Rail  Road, 
having  been  much  agitated  of  late  ;  and  it  having  become  a 
question,  "  what  Line  or  Route  should  be  adopted," — wo  beg 
leave,  on  the  part  oi  an  association  formed  in  thia  town,  to  sug- 
gest tho  one  from  U.uebec  to  St.  Andrews,  as  being  in  many 
respects,  preferable  to  any  other  which  has  been  brought  into 
notice. 

Saint  Andrews  is  the  nearest  open  winter-port  to  Quebec 
on  the  British  Atlantic  shore,  distant  about  '^00  miles ;  is  safe, 
Olid  accessible  to  shipping  every  day  in  the  year ;  with  an  in- 
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n«r  and  outer  flnrbor,  capaUla  uf  coNiaimng  aav  namb*r  a«d 
Bize  ol  vesKcIn,  ihnt  an  extended  commerc*  could  require. 

It  is  confidently  believed  by  the  association,  that  no  natural 
obMiruction  of  any  kind  will  beioundon  the  whole  route,  except 
Buch  iiH  may  be  mot  with  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Canada  line, 
ns  iiliiintii  llio  eiiiiro  distance  from  ihht  to  iSt.  Andrews,  ia  re^ 
presented  to  be  noiirly  a  level.  What  tlie  exact  dilTieultiea, 
liowever.  to  iliu  formation  of  a  llail-road  may  be,  can  onlj  be 
determined  by  cxplurntion  and  aurvcy  ;  but  vary  little  doubt  it 
entertained  that  none  of  any  magnitude  will  occur.  Under 
these  cunviutioiKs  supported  by  the  best  information  Ihtt  can 
bo  cullecicd,  the  Association  feel  confidence  not  only  in  aug-. 
grsiiog  to  the  public,  the  route  from  Uuobec  to  Saint  Aodrew«,> 
but  in  claiming  for  that  route,  it^  special  and  mature  cdnaider.' 
ation.  In  the  conclusion  to  which,  it  may  finally  arii?e,  it  it 
not  to  be  sur^pcctcd  for  one  moment,  that  minor  predilectiona 
will  have  the  most  distant  influence;  but  ii  is  taken  for  granted, 
that  primary  and  national  views  and  considerationa/.alone,  will 
determine  that  important  question. 

The  location  of  St.  Andrews  is  most^iavourable  both  for  ini< 
ports  from  and  exports', to  the  West  Indies,  Europe,  the  Unitedl 
iStatcs,  and  Novascotia  ;  indeed,  as  a  Commercial  port,  it  could 
scarcely  be  better  situated  ,  and  in  the  event  of  the  intended 
Steamboat  communication  from  Valentia  to  America  taking 
place,  its  position,  in  connexion  with  that  of  a  RaiKroad  te 
Canada,  could  not  he  rivalled;  to  which  end,  meaaurea  htr« 
already  been  taken  preparatory  to  an  'application  to  the  Pro- 
vincial Legislature,  for  an  act  of  Incorporation. 

We  therefore  request^  most  respectfully,'  but  earnestly,  that 
you  will  duvote  to  the  route  now  proposed,  your  best  and  most 
serious  attention,  in  the  hope  and  full  assurance  that  strict  in- 
vestigation and  impartial  deliberation  will  amply  confirm  the 
short  and  imperfect  view  here  taken  of  this  highly  momenioiia 
subject,  identified,  as  it  is,  with/he  interests  of  millions  and  of 
ages  to  come.

The  lolloping  is  a  record  of  that  location,  given  without  ad- 
verting to  other  jjarticulara  relating  to  it,  which  will  be  uubse- 
quently  enumerated 

Ist.  Division.  The  point  of  commencement  is  in  the  North 
line  of  the  Hon.  James  Allanshaw'a  Digdeguash  Reserve,  at  about 
two  miles  West  from  its  North  eastern  angle  ;  thence  Northerly, 
across  White  Beaver  Brook  and  Stag  Brook,  to  the  Eastward  of 
tiie  fourth  South  Titcomb  Lake  ;  onward  ta  Cranberry  Brook, 
crossing  it  a  few  rods  below  the  falls  ;  keeping  the  East  side  ol 
Cranberry  Brook,  at  A  is  a  pass,  West  of  the  South  Shagamock 
Lake,  and  East  of  the  North  end  of  the  Palfrey  Mountains  ;  at  B 
cross  the  North  Shagamock  Lake  stream ;  at  C,  enter  No.  9  of 
the  Howard  Settlement,  and  procted  through  Nos.  8  and  7  to  D  ; 
thence  the  line  turns  Northwesterly  to  E  ;  and  thence,  leaving 
the  Oxbow  and  Great  Falls  of  Eel  River  on  the  right,  reaches  the 
Forks  at  F. 

2nd  Division.  Cross  Eel  River  between  50  and  60  rods  below 
the  Forks,  and  keeping  to  the  West  of  Oak  Hill,  proceed  North- 
westerly to  the  Holtnn  Road  at  C,  about  5  1-2  miles  from  the 
American  Boundary  Line  ;  thence  at  H,  cross  the  South  branch  of 
the  Meduxnakik  about  a  mile  above  the  Forks,  and  at  I  cross 
the  North  branch  at  a  boom  about  2  1-2  miles  above  the  Forks  ; 
thence  on  a  course  nearly  parallel  to  the  Boundary  Line,  onward 
to  the  Prcsqu  isle  River  at  K,  which  is  half  a  mile  West  ef  Wheel- 
er's, and  40  rods  West  of  the  North  and  South  dividing  line 
between  the  6th  and  6lh  tier  of  lotit ;  thence  East  of  John  Cronks: 
and  at  L  pass  between  the  houses  ol  William  and  Henry  Cronk  : 
thence  West  ol  Ira  ISIiller'a,  inclining  nearly  North  by  the  Magnet 
t*  the  Boundary  Line,  keeping  Avars  hill  about  2  miles  to  th« 
West. 

3d  Division.  Here  the  route  turns  from  M  round  the  North 
end  ol  Mars  hill;  and  thenoe  N.  70  West  to  N;  thence  to  t!i^ 
Restook  at  O,  crossing  that  river  immediately  below  the  mouth  ot 
the  Big-  Machias  Stream. 

4ih  Division.  Proceed  on  a  general  course  N  75  West,  and 
cross  the  Machias  below  the  meadows  and  Foiks  at  P,  passing 
about  a  mile  to  the  Southward  of  two  hills  called  the  Twins, 
thence  North  ot  Mount  Saul  and  through  the  valley  of  St.  Andrews 
giid  Caroline's  Lakes,  along  a  level  tract  to  Q,;'  thence  up   the 
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North  side  of  a  Beaver  Brook  to  a  rise  of  land  at  R  ;  thence  down 
a  valley  to  the  Susquacook  at  S,  and  cross  that  stream  ;  thenca 
Northerly  down  the  West  side  to  opposite  the  Forks  at  T,  and 
thence  wesieriy  to  the  Northeast  of  a  high  hardwood  ridge,  crossing 
the  Allagnah  at  V,  ai)out.  a  mile  below  the  First  Lake. 

5tli  Division.  From  hence  the  course  is  nearly  a  straight  line, 
N  70  West  to  t!ie  Hivcr  St,  John,  which  it  strikes  about  II  miles 
below  the  Forks,  and  about  4  miles  above  the  Islands. 

6lh  Division.  Across  Saint  John  Uiyer,  fbllowing  nearly  the 
same  couraets  in  the  Ita  Division  ;  passing  Grassy  Lake  Stream, 
and  onward  to  tlic  South  end  of  Musk  Lake  at  W  :  thence  inclin- 
ing Northerly  to  the  North  ofCarnboo  Lake  at  X  ;  thence  throogk 
a  defile  and  dry  barren  to  the  South  of  Spruce  Mountain  at  Y. 

DESCRIPTION. 

1st.  Division.  From  observations  made  at  Foster's  hill,  and 
supposing  the  line  of  the  route  from  St.  Andrews  may  cross  the 
DigUtfgussh  near  Walton's  Meadows,  w«  assumed  a  level  com- 
mencing^ at  Foster's  Lake,  and  extending  to  the  end  ot  the  Ist. 
division. 

It  may  be  necessary  to  premise,  that  our  conclusions  of  re" 
lative  heights  and  distances,  were  drawn  from  close  and  con- 
stant examination  of  the  ground  we  travelled  over,  and  the 
adjacent  tracts;  and  we  think  the  results  we  have  set  down 
are  in  close  spproximaMon  to  the  truth.  Taking  our  elevation 
in  St.  David's  at  lUO  feel  over  Foster's  Lake,  the  river  af 
Connick's  dam  would  be  50  feet  under  the  as«umed  level, 
which  would  run  through  Walton's  meadows.  The  source  of 
the  Digdeguasl)  at  our  first  station  near  White  Beaver  Brook, 
we  consider  as  GO  feet  over  the  level,  and  the  fourth  Titcomb 
Lake  the  same.  The  Falls  at  Cranberry  Brook  are  20  feet 
higher,  and  the  North  end  of  the  pass  at  the  Shogamock,  is  of 
a  similar  elevation.  The  barien  at  Howard  settlement  is  10 
feet  lower,  conspquently  70  feet  over  the  lerel.  From  thence 
to  the  Forks  of  Eel  river  there  is  a  gradual  descent,  the  route 
there  being  only  10  feet  over  the  le?el,  and  to  the  West  of 
Oak  Mountain  it  comes  to  nothing.  From  the  starting  point 
to  Benson's  camp  the  land  is  low  and  broker,  with  soft  wood 
growth  interspersed  with  barrens,  presenting  no  serious  obsta- 
cle to  the  formation  of  a  road.  Cranberry  Brook  would  re* 
quire  a  bridge  from  30  to  40  feet  long,  the  banks  being  well 
adapted  to  its  construction.  Hence  to  the  Eastward  of  Cran* 
berry  Lake,  the  valley  extends  with  a  gentle  rise  through 
Morasses  and  under-growth,  having  the  magniBcont  chain  of 
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llie  I'alfrey  RIouulains  on  the  west,  and  level  pi.uiu  and  swells 
on  the  Erst,  lothe  hills  on  llie  Westward  ot  llio  Alagaguadavic 
Lakes.  NVe  spent  much  time,  anti  cxpeiinnced  njuch  dillii^ully 
in  asceilaining  a  pabs  among  the  liii;lilar,d-t  .se[)araiii)g  ihu 
I'lilfrey,  Crunbciry  and  Slio^amock  L:iko<.  Tliu  x'i^q  at  A  is 
}<o  inconsideral/le  as  lo  prcsenl  no  dilliiMdiV  :  llie  {jroulli  is  {rood 
hardwood  down  to  a  small  barren,  at  North  Shognniock  1  .  !>8. 
A  small  bridge  would  aerve  over  this  l^ake  h'trtain.  (Jn  il.o 
Noriii  is  very  8Ui)crior  land,  the  gro'.vih  being  rockniaplc, 
birch,  largs  baanwood,  elm  and  ash.  'J'lie  b.Uiks  of  EtI  river 
are  exceedingly  steep  and  wide  at  llie  top,  and  tha  tract  i\ori!i 
ol  the  Howard  sedlemont  very  niouot:;inous  ;  but  the  course 
\va  took  to  the  I'oiks  is  cro&scd  by  undulaiii:;;-  swells  containing 
u  mixed  growih,  (l»icicai>iiig  in  quulily  at  thy  (ireat  I'uiul.  At 
tlii»  place  there  is  mucli  Hat  land  and  low  inlervalo  uv  both 
tides  of  Lei  River,  the  stream  being  from  (i  to  10  rods  wide. 

The  botlotn  i3  a  fiini  gravel  with  8  I'cet  drop  ol  ;;t;'l  water, 
nnd  the  appareni  rise  from  freshets  «'»  hjct.  tSi.ould  a  bridge 
12  rods  long  bo  erected  here,  a  causeway  from  iJiJ  lo  !J>)  rods 
would  Lo  required  lo  [:ass  over  the  low  j;ruuM''.i'. 

Frcm  these  observations  it  will  appear  that  throughoul  the 
first  division,  there  are  no  obstac);.^t>  tiiat  came  near  Vvhai  are 
uonsidcred  difl'icultics  in  the  rise  and  fall  of  the  route.  Jt  is 
worthy  of  remark  iliat  tha  granhe  formation  of  rock  cntiiely 
disappears  after  passing  A,  and  sand-slnoe  in  loose  delardied 
masses  is  found.  The  2nd  Division  presents  a  tract  ol  good 
lind  for  cultivation,  rising  gradually'  from  Etd  Iliver  to  the 
lloulton  road,  but  tioi  e.\cecding  IG  feet  per  mile  ,  Irom  (liciice 
to  tha  youth  branch  ui  the  Meduxi.ckick  is  an  almost  impcr- 
«;eptib!e  descent.  This  sireEin  nmy  be  easily  crostiid  at  tevcral 
jilaces,  liavi>ig  level  banks  with  lamcll.itcd  ns.^icc  ol  bial)  rock; 
but  we  would  advise  that  the  North  branch  should  be  luiM'tjed 
at  the  boom,  where  the  river  is  about  -iO  '(;i;i  wi;l'j  with  h;V(;l 
banks  from  4  to  G  feci  high.  The  depth  ol  water  i.^  3  leet  wilh 
a  flat  gravelly  bottom. 

A  strong  desire  was  expressed  at  Wocrislock  that  the  Hail 
Iload  should  approach  the  Shire  Town,  and  a  piacticj.bk; 
route  wa.s  pointed  out  to  us,  but  wo  did  nut  consider  ouii^eivcs 
aulhoriaod  to  depart  from  our  line  to  cxaiiiine  it. 

It  may  be  a  matter  for  future  c>'Usidoralion  whetiicr  certain 
advantages  would  not  be  reaped  by  turning  the  louto  through 
t!ii:>  pKici),  o(  r  licihcr  n  brarcli  vo'\.'  ;;;:;.■  pri;''„!.;'-  \y:  fjiii.v^i. 
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wliich  would    ar."'.vcr  thn  dc,iira!)ic  purposes  contcmj/laleJ  by 
the  people. 

From  llic  Medijxnakik  to  I'resqn'isle,  llic  lands  are  covered 
nilli  lino  niixtnrosol  hard  and  soli  wood,  and  extensively  «el- 
ileil.  A  Bcries  of  small  hills  stretching  Sonlheasteily  nmi 
Nortlnvesteriy,  occupies  this  extent,  between  which  the  roul« 
may  pass  in  valleys  up  t  gentle  ascent  to  Starrelt's  lot,  and 
then  descend  easily  to  the  Prcsqu'inle.  A  noted  situation  on 
iho  river  conimonly  called  the  Basin,  was  generally  thought 
the  beyt  placo  lo  pass,  bat  we  found  we  could  not  avoid  a  high 
rnngii  lo  the  Souili,  and  fixed  on  an  opening  np  stream,  whero 
lliG  rivor  is  ti  rods  uido,  2  I'eet  deep,  bottom  flat  rocks,  and  risrj 
nftVoshnl  0  font.  From  henco  by  tho  farms  of  John,  Iftnry 
niid  V/illiam  Croiik,  we  expei-ience  1  some  difficulty  ;  i)nt  by 
making  llio  bond  represented  in  tho  map,  no  material  obstaclo 
was  met  to  the  end  ol  the  2iid  division.

The  Puifrey  Mountii'.is  and  Pro.epect  Hill   which  we  had  seen 

fro'ii  !rlt.   Divids,  were  ri.sily  disiin,';ui.-hed  by  means  of  agood 

telescope,  and  our  route  from  I'lel  Jiiver  to  tne  last  station  wai 

plaiidy  rocogjiizod,  so  that  tho  conclusions  we  had  come  to  in 

'he;  pr<);:jre3s  of   our  eximinations  were   now  confirmed,     Wff 

h;id  also  a  clear  open  view  to  thtj  Westward,   and  observed  a 

continuous  tract  of  low,  level   sollwood  land,  stretching  almost 

from  (he  foot  of  iht;  mnmiinin  in  the  direction  we  were  desirous 

of  proceedin:r  in,  for  fully  l.>  miles,  and  from  I  to  fi  miles  wide, 

This    f.ivourable  strftcli  is  bounded    by  a  succession  of  hill*-. 

which  occasionally  indej't  lite  level,  but  not   so   as  to  obstruct 

the  route  from  parsing  ihrouoh   it  nearly  in  a  straiglit  course 

due   \Ve.")t.       Bcyotid  the  distance  mentioned,  a   number   of 

'■'tr.ched  h.-trd  ivood  hills  ajipaarod,  and  still  further  c.fF  a  blue 

)  id;;a  was  seen,  over  which   a  conical  mountain,    evidently  of 

groat  heiiiht,  formed  a  rema.'kab'e  object.     From  a  compaiison 

with  the  distant  Palfreys,  wo  ri^btly  judged  this  sharp  peak  to 

lie  Wrst  of  the  lleslQidi,  and  it  turned  cut  to  be  that  marked 

on  the  nmpas  Mou'it  Saul.      We  descended  to  the  Northward 

of  Mara  Hill  at  iM.  and  proceeded  to  explore  the  line  laid  down 
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Magnetically  North  70  West,  in  which  there   is  no  deviation 
Irom  the  level  perceptible  to  the  eye,  unassisted  by   an   instru- 
ment.    From  Ilazel  Hill  to  N   there  is   a  uniform   rise,   and 
thence  te  the  Kestook,  a  gradual  fall.     Tho  Restook   by   Mr. 
Odeii's  Survey  rises  over  the  Iliver  St.  John  at   the   mouth  of 
the  Restook  334  feet  in  1 10  miles.     The  route  passes  the  Rea- 
took  65  miles  above  its  mouth,  and  if  the  fall  from    where   the 
line  passes  the  Presqu'isle  to  the  St,  John  be  equal  to  the   fall 
of  the  iS^t.  John,  from  the  Restook  to  the   Presqu'isle  (which   is 
conjectured  to  be  the  case)  then  the  pass  at  Restook  cannot  be 
more  than  G  or  7  feet  in  a  mile  over  the  pass  at  the  Presqu'isle, 
and  consequently  much   less  from    Mars  Hill  to  ihe  Restook. 
The  country  along   this   division  exhibits   a  great  variety  of 
growths  ;  many  hardwood  ridges  rise  among  the  low  soltwoed 
lands;  an  admirable  tract  lies  at  M  M,  and  beyond  Hazel  Hill 
to  the  Restook  are  numerous  hills,  particularly  to  the  North  of 
the  route,  covered  with  the  best  description  of  timber,  among 
which  ia  some  oak,  and  well  calculated  for  cultivation.     The 
rocks  consist  of  granitic  and  silicious  formations,  but  are  not 
abundant  on  the  surface  even  of  the  elevated  lands.      An  ex- 
tensive sheet  of  water  called  the  Squaw  Pond,  and  represented 
in  Greenleaf's  map  to  empty  North  of  our  line  into  a  branch  of 
the  Restook,   we  ascertained  to  empty  south  of  our  line  into 
the  main  Restook. 

4th  Division.  The  Restook,  where  the  route  passes,  is  10 
rods  wide,  with  level  banks  and  a  rapid  current,  4  feet  deep 
over  a  hard  flat  bottom ;  the  freshets  rise  8  feet,  overflowing 
the  intervale  on  the  north  side  fur  about  five  rods  back,  so 
that  besides  the  bridge  a  considerable  length  of  causeway  is 
required,  to  reach  beyond  the  low  lands.  The  tract  to  the 
North  ef  the  Big  Machias  is  very  level  having  a  growth  of 
pine,  spruce  and  balm  of  gillead,  with  occasional  patches  of 
hard  wood.  The  stream  is  moderately  quick  with  lew  rapida, 
with  many  intervale  Islands  and  stretches  of  low  grass  lands. 
We  observed  very  few  Hemlock  trees  to  the  West  of  Mars  Hill 
and  none  whatever  after  crossing  the  Restook. 

The  surface  is  considerably  broken  after  passing  the  Machi« 
as,  and  the  line  must  pass  to  the  North  of  Mount  Sanl  into  a 
valley  through  which  it  will  be  necessary  to  keep  its  level  on 
the  side  of  the  hills  forming  its  Norlhorn  boundary,  ai*  this 
valley  is  lower  than  the  lands  West  ef  Lake  Caroline.  From 
Prespeet  Peak  looking  back  we  discovered  immense  ranges

Oiterbrook,  we  could  not  discover 
nny  coutiiiueus  clinin  of  high  Iniid'i,  l)iU  such  as  were  fepnra- 
led  iiy  vnllcys;  n.id  from  the  jn.ike  of  ilio  land,  it  appeared  as 
if  ilio  iilrennis  passed  cachoth.er  in  difTorent  directions  ns  they 
Howed  from  ihepo  hollows  to  iho  St.  Jolit  mid  llie  St.  Law- 
xence. 

On  reviewing  the  whole  e.splorcd  roiilo,  we  do  not  hcsiiite 
to  express  our  opinion  ilint  no  oh-tructions  exist  that  can  im- 
pede the  formation  of  a  Kail  rncd.  'J'hat  a  great  portion  of 
the  lanvla  ihrouL-h  which  wo  pa^a^d  are  fit  fur  KCttlcment,  aud 
thnt  we  m<^t  no  uuinl  tracts  whiiJcver. 

By  our  dcjiCfiptinis  it  wi'l  be  found  what  materials  are  ofTer- 
rd  fur  iIiH  construction  of  the  road,  piul  ih»'.  the  grading  is 
Itss  diillcult  than  i9  generally  fnnnd  in  so  lon,^  a  rcuie.

only  snow  but  solid  ice  is  elltclually  removed,  so  that  the  en- 
gines am!  trains  ol  passengers  can  advance  at  the  rate  of  eight 
or  ten  miles  an  hour  i.sider  ilie  most  unfavo'  ablis  circumstances. 
As  piont'Gts   ill  tha  construction  of  Rail   reads  in  the  United 
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Slates,  the  Baltimore  aud  Ohio  Railroad  Company  deserve  the 
thanks  of  the  whole  eommuniiy  lor  this  ^rcat  achievement,  ". 
it  goes  to  eitabliih  the  important  fnct  that  Railroads  can  bo 
kept  open  anJ  in  full  operation  in  all  kinds  of  wealiier,  by  iha 
timely  application  of  the  proper  machinery.  The  machinery 
above  referred  to,  consists  ot  a  ei\-.-:  plough  uliic'i  eir«ciually 
removes  the  snow,  and  a  dra;^  which  rips  the  ice  from  liie 
rails  even  when  two  or  three  inches  thick,  su  that  the  et'i^ine 
and  passenger  trains  can  always  pass  ;  and  as  full  tvide'iicc  of 
the  efficacy  of  the  plan  here  in  operation,  ne  need  only  repeat 
that  the  trains  of  passenger  cars  to  and  from  Washington  :ind 
Baltimore,  have  never  eince  the  opening  of  that  road,  iust  a 
single  trip,  though  mora  unfavoiable  weather,  so  lar  as  ice, 
■now  and  sleets  are  concerned,  perhaps  never  uccurred  in  thiu 
climate  than  has  been  «x{)eri«nc«d  sinco  that  ro:id  h\*  been  in 
operation. 
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
